Any firm decisions on nu­ 
clear sharing, however, must 
await fmrther consultations of 
the allied governments, in the 
light of tibe impending re-mr- 
ganization of NATO following 
France’s pull-out from the al­ 
lied command.

This week ’s onc-two punch by toe Inter­ 
state Cotnmerce Commisston (ICX)) is enough 
to send Midwestern railroads reeling. It also 
could be a real body blow to toe economy of 
this section of toe country. 
In its do uble-fisted decisio n, the ICC 
pennltto d tlie na tio n’s mo o t po werful 
raU- 
ro a d fo rce to be bo lstered in the Ea st, but

SpeclflcaUy, the ICC approved the merger 
of toe Pennsylvania and New York C^toal 
Railroads east of Chicago and St. Ixniis, to 
form toe largest inivate rail system in toe 
world. By a 6-5 vote, toe same ICC rejected 
toe merger of three Western railroads: Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific and Chicago, Bur­ 
lington & Quincy. 
Traditionally, railroads in toe nation’s 
heartland have been subservient to and at the 
mercy of toe lines in the East. The Midlands 
are almost totally dependent on rails to mar­ 
k et their piindpal output, farm products. If 
these products are to reach the large Eastern 
mark ets and toe Eastern seaports, there is no 
ch^ce but to use Eastern railroads.

—That there is less obligation on toe 
part of toe congressman if through a testi­ 
monial dinner may contribute small sums 
rather than a few giving him large sums. 
—That the testimonial-dinner gifts to con­ 
gressmen are a pretty common practice, not 
something recently thought up by the friends 
of Sen. Dodd. 


Bad Businesê 
If these rules had been in effect, Sen. 
Dodd would not bo so embarrassed by the 
disclosures about his testimonial dinners. He 
is one of numerous similar beneficiaries in 
Congress. One labor leader reported that he 
receives a minimum of 100 invitations a year 
for political testimonial dinners and that his 
union k eeps a special fund earmark ed for 
such contributions. 


Why, then, Is it proving so embarrassing 
to Sen. Dodd, whom I have found to be a 
most faonm'able man, to have the news of his 
tiree big Cmrnectiiciit testimonial dinners come 
out as if they involved scandal?

Washington — Congressional attack s on 
Secretary of Defense Itobert S. McNamara 
are reaching a pitch of violence rarely seen 
even in that desperately difficult post of gov­ 
ernment.

The Constitution empowers Congress to 
raise armies. But it does not empower Con­ 
gress to decide precisely how the total mili­ 
tary dollar is to be cut up as between one tacti­ 
cal military system and another.

In seeking the Repú blica^ 
g u be r n a t o r i a l nomina­ 
tion, Grand Island’s Henry E. 
Ku hlmann admits to one over­ 
riding objective—to make g ov­ 
ernment smaller than it is to­ 
day. 
The view of the 49-ycar-old 
cattle feeder is that many ac­ 
tivities now within the g overn­ 
mental sphere shou ld be ter­ 
minated, with private enter­ 
prise picking u p the service 
offering s, at a price. 
This g eneral concept is con­ 
sistent with Ku hlmann’s advo­ 
cacy of the proposed “Liber­ 
ty” amendment to the U.S. 
Constitu tion—prohibiting th e 
federal g overnment from im­ 
posing a personal income tax. 
As g overnor, Ku hlmann 
says “the principal thing I 
cou ld do wou ld be to retu rn 
the power of g overnment to 
the people. In this we want to 
retu rn to the private enter­ 
prise system and 
s t o p the 
trend of more and more so­ 
cialism.” 
The candidate pr o po s e s 
“elimination of a lot of the 
bu sinesses that even the local 
g overnments are operating .” 
Private Facilities 
Ku hlmann says he wou ld 
try to abolish the State Game 
Commission “and the r e s t 
stops along the hig hway. 
“I think there shou ld be pri­ 
vate enterprise. I feel that 
they wou ld be k e pt a lot 
cleaner and a person cou ld 
bu y a cu p of coffee and even 
some g as.” 
If state - su pported institu ­ 
tions of hig her edu cation re­ 
q u ire more fu nds, Ku hlmann’s 
advice is to raise tu itions ac­ 
cording ly. 
The Grand Islander do e s 
not believe there is any “com­ 
mu nity responsibility” for ed­ 
u cation be yo n d the hig h 
school level. This shou ld be a 
bu rden “of the parent and the 
stu dent” sdone. 
Still, Ku hlmann stresses he 
is for edu cation and encou r­ 
ag es stu dy on the individu al’s 
part. 
Continu ou s Stu dy 
“I have tried to do t h i s 
throu g hou t my life even 
thou g h I haven’t been g oing 
to school. I have stu died con­ 
stitu tional g overnment. I’ve 
stu died all of these variou s 
thing s.” 
Ku hlmann wou ld continu e 
some financial u nderwriting 
of edu cation. 
*There are some a r e a s , 
maybe in research, where we 
need u niversities and thing s 
Ufce this and we will have to 
su pport s o m e of this,” he 
says. 
As for vocational edu cation, 
the g u bernatorial hopefu l de­ 
clared “we shou ld encou rag e 
this by bu siness. We feel if we 
wou ld allow the bu sinesses 
and the individu als to keep 
the personal income tax and 
they spend it on the edu cation 
that they want, they wou ld 
then have enou g h money so 
that the individu al cou ld af­ 
ford the edu cation that he or 
she wanted.” 
Ku hlmann identifies taxa­ 
tion as Nebraska’s most pres­ 
sing problem. 
Tax ReUef 
He, as g overnor, wou ld at­ 
tack it by “eliminating all of 
the 
waste.” 
Governmental 
proprietary fu nctions retu rned 
to private enterprise, Ku hl­ 
mann thinks, cou ld be placed 
on the tax rolls “which wou ld 
definitely be some relief for 
the present tax affairs.” 
In this fashion, Ku hlmann 
contends g reater {u roseprity 
wou M come abou t. 
Ku hlmann says he does not 


foresee the need for any addi­ 
tional fu tu re state g overnment 
spending . 
He adds Ije opposes an in­ 
come tax, state or federri, be­ 
cau se “all revenu es that we 
have mu st be raised f r o m 
wealth .. .and money itself is 
not wealth.” 
An income tax, according to 
Ku hlmann, “is a tax on a 
mediu m of exchang e and not 
on wealth. We mu st g et it 


from wealth. This is property 
or sales or thing s like this.” 
Easy To Collect 
’Ibe candidate says he pre­ 
fers tile ivoperty tax becau se 
it “is easier to collect.” 
C o m pl e t e l y endorsed 
by Ku hlmann is the g as(dine 
tax for bu ilding and maintain­ 
ing streets and roads. 
“It’s a tax on the u sers and 
I see nothing more fair than 
that,” he conclu des.

Competitive interests in a 
proposed g iant midwestmm 
railroad merg er clashed be­ 
fore a special g u bernatorial 
hearing on what ou g ht to be 
the state of Nebraska’s posi­ 
tion in the matter.

Morrison said that orig i­ 
nally, it appeared the UP ap­ 
plication had some very defi­ 
nite advantag es for Nebraska. 
John W. Godfrey, chief exe­ 
cu tive officer of the UP’s land 
division, warned that u nless 
the central transcontinental 
line into the Chicag o g ateway 
is protected throu g h'the pro­ 
posed merg er, traffic to the 
pacific coast will increasing ly 
be rou ted over northern and 
sou thern carriers, arou nd Ne­ 
braska. 
This, he said, wou ld harm 
the state’s economy. 
Genera] cou atel for the 
CftNW, Gordon J. HiUman, 
contended It Is “absu rb” for 
Nebraska to line u p with the 
UP briore bearing the other 
side of the story. 
He said permanent u nion of 
the IH* and the Bock Island 
“carries the seeds of destru c­ 
tion” of other railroads ru n­ 
ning from Cou ncil Blu ffs to 
Chicag o. 
C&NW Endang ered 
It wou ld particu larly endan­ 
g er continu ation of the C&NW 
l i ne in Nebraska, accor d­ 


ing to Hillman. That trackag e 
g oes from Omaha throu g h the 
Elkhom River v a l l e y and 
across the northern part of 
the state. 
Hillman termed this carries 
asan “e xc e e di n g l y long 
branch” line, w i t h all the 
“marg inal characteristics of 
su ch a difficu lt operation.” 
Bu t he asserted the carrier 
is of pr i m a r y concern for 
commnnities a n df n r m e r s 
along it and thu s, important 
to the entire state. 
Maintenance of the C&NW 
service in Nebraska, Hillman 
said, “wou ld verg e on th e 
brink of the impossibility” if 
the UP-Rock Island merg er 
is pe r m i t t e d by federal 
au thorities. 
Richard T. Cu bbag e, assist­ 
ant g eneral cou nsel for the 
Bu rling ton, said the UP merg ­ 
er plsm cou ld cau se “g reat 
d a m a g e” to the CB&Q, and 
those commu nities the carrier 
now serves. 
Rather than o ppo s e the 
merg er, the Bu rling ton asked 
Morrison to have Nebraska 
“not place itself in the posi­ 
tion of taking sides” u ntil all 
the evidence is heard.
